Congress to Force New 
Navy Supply Corps Plan 


In whatever way the Navy Staff 
Corps transfer controversy is settled by 
Congress, the Navy Department's plans 
for “filling up the gaps” in the Supply 
Corps will have to be materially 
changed. 

By amending the provision in- the 
Navy appropriation bill restricting the 
training of Line officers for Staff Corps 
duties, the Senate committee assured 
that some compromise will be worked 
out in conference between the llouse 
und the Senate, but) virtually banned 
the assignment of Line officers of some 
experience to duty with the Supply 
Corps. The Tlouse language would force 
the practically immediate transfer of 
Line officers given instruction for Staff 
duties and would nullify the policy laid 
down in the Roosevelt) Board Report 
The Senate committee provision—still 
to be approved by the Senate-—would al 
low the continuation of this policy of 
training officers for Staff duties but not 
transferring them to the Staff Corps for 
some yeurs, but would interfere with 
plans for the training of additional pay 
inasters 

Unless some special arrangement is 
worked out in conference and written 
into law, the considerable number of 
Line oflicers with more than five years 
service who have applied for the Navy 
Supply and Finance School next year, 
will have to be transferred to the Sup 
ply Corps if they are to take the course 
There are a number of “gaps” in the 
Supply Corps, brought about by the 
World War “hump” and the fact that 
few olflicers were commissioned in that 
corps for a number of years after the 
War. It is the intention of the De- 
partment to fill these “gaps” by trans 
ferring Line lieutenant commanders, 
lieutenants and lieutenants, junior 
vrade 

If either the louse proviso or the 
Senate proviso is finally adopted, how 
ever, it will be necessary to transfer 
these Line officers to the Corps before 
sending them to the Philadelphia Sup 
ply Corps school. It had been the ac 
cepted pollfey of the Department to as 
sign them to the school as Line offi 
cers, let them continue as Line officers 
after graduation, alternating in Line 
duties at sea and paymaster duties on 
shore, for several yvears, and then trans 
ferring some of them to the Supply 
Corps. The valuable business training 
afforded at the Supply and Finance 
School had attracted a considerable 
number of Line officers. They could at 
tend the school and perform some Sup- 
ply Corps duty and later decide whether 
they wanted to continue in the Line. 

Now, however, they must make this 
decision before going to the school, for 
the only apparent solution of the situa 
tion is for them to transfer to the Suj- 
ply Corps before going to the school. 

The controversy over the question of 
specialization and Staff Corps transfers 
has aroused considerable discussion in 
naval circles. Obviously at the instance 
of some Staff Corps officers, the House 
committee wrote a provision into the

Revise Fleet Command 

Under a new General Order, advance 
copies of which have been promulgated, 
command of the United States Fleet will 
not uutomatically devolve upon the 
Commander, Scouting Force, in the ab- | 
sence of the Commander-in-Chief, and 
the Commander, Battle Force. The pro 
visions of G. O. 255, prescribing the 
organization of naval forces does not 
continue the proviso which appeared in 
G. O. 211 superceded by the new order, 
that the Scouting Force Commander be 
third in command of the Fleet. 

As a result of this omission, in the 
absence of the two admirals’ the 
Commander-in-Chief and Commander 
Battle Force, the senior vice admiral 
would take command. This might mean 
that the operations of the Fleet would 
be directed from an aircraft carrier, 
for one of the vice admiralcies is as 
signed to Commander, Aircraft, the 
other two being, Commander, Battle 
ships and Commander, Scouting Force.

Favor USMA Increase; 
Commission Reserves 


The bill to increase the number of ap- 
pointments to the United States Military 
Academy, as passed by the Senate, was 
amended by the Ilouse Military Affairs 
Committee Tuesday and ordered favor 
ably reported to the House. While there 
wus extended consideration in Commit 
tee the viva voce vote for the amended 
measure indicated a large Committee 
majority in its favor. One amendment 
was adopted by a vote of 19 to 4. 

Representative Andrew J. May, of 
Kentucky, was directed to draft the re- 
port, which he presented to the Llouse 
Thursday. Mr. May said it was the pur- 
pose to ask for a special rule for this 
bill, in the hope that it could be approved 
at an early day. The bill as enacted by 
the Senate provided “That hereafter 
there shall be allowed at the United 
States Military Academy three cadets 
for each Senator, Representative, Dele- 
vate in Congress, and Resident Commis- 
sioner from Puerto Rico, five for the 
District of Columbia, and one hundred 
and thirty-two from the United States 
at large, in addition to the number now 
authorized to be appointed from the en- 
listed men of the Regular Army and Na- 
tional Guard, and the sons of deceased 
officers, soldiers, sailors, and marines.” 

Representative May's report, in full, 
follows: 

“The Committee on Military Affairs, 
to whom was referred Senate 2105, a 
bill to provide for an additional num 
ber of cadets at the United States Mili- 
tary Academy, having considered the 
same, submit the following report there- 
on with the recommendation that it do 
pass, with the following amendments. In 
line 6, after the words Puerto Rico, in 
sert: 

“‘One to be selected by the Governor 
of the Panama Canal Zone, from sons 
of civilian employees of Panama Canal, 
the Panama railroad resident on the 
Zone.’

Special Air Promotion 
Hit by Infantry Chief 


With the outlook for favorable con- 
sideration of Army promotion by the 
louse Military Affairs Committee more 
promising than for many weeks, pro- 
tests continue to be received by that com- 
mittee against the proposal for a separ- 
ute promotion list for the Air Corps, 

The decision reached by the commit- 
tee early this week to report favorably 
the bill to increase the number of ap- 
pointments to West Point is taken by 
many to presage a favorable report on 
the War Department promotion bill. 
Chairman McSwain was opposed to the 
West Point bill but it is understood that 
when his committee voted for it over- 
whelmingly he, too, voted for it thus 
making an unanimous decision, The com- 
mittee, according to all indications, is 
even stronger for the promotion bill than 
it was for the West Voint measure and 
it is understood that a definite agree- 
ment has been made to take up the bill 
in full committee immediately after it 
concludes consideration of T.V.A. mat- 
ters, Which is expected next week.

Corps promotion was that sent to Chair- 
man MeSwain by Maj. Gen, Edward 
Croft, USA, Chief of Infantry.

General Croft's Protest

“The junior Air Corps officer, now a 
captain, to be promoted to major, is to 
pass over 974 officers now senior to him, 
including 421 Infantry officers. 

“Tt will thus be seen that the careers 
of 2848 officers, including 1306 Infantry 
officers, are threatened by these astound 
ing proposals. 

“It may be a mere coincidence that 
their plan will automatically promote to 


colonel the senior officers of the Air 
Corps who urged its adoption before 
your Committee. Moreover, it is” a 


strange paradox that the same officers 
who strenuously object to the temporary 
promotion by selection now in effect 
within the Air Corps have the audacity 
to recommend that whole blocks of Air 
Corps officers, irrespective of their indi- 
vidual merits, be selected for promotion 
over officers of other arms. It is a brazen 
affront to the officers [ represent.

“The Infantry does not object to the 
fact that Air Corps officers receive 50% 
more pay than Infantry officers. We do 
not object to the increased temporary 
promotion with the increased pay that 
they are now receiving, majors promoted 
to colonel and captains promoted to lieu- 
tenant colonel. But we do object with all 
the emphasis at our command to any 
proposal to pass a single Air Corps offi 
cer over any officer of the Infantry. We 
object to it on principle. We would be 
derelict in our duty if we did not object 
to it. It will be the continuing duty of 
the senior officers of the Infantry to 
protect the careers of junior officers and 
T speak for them and in their behalf. T 
represent the Infantry 3500 officers 
men who up to this time have been si- 
lent, and properly so, as to the advan- 
tages now enjoyed by the Air Corps. But, 
on the question at issue the Infantry now 
speaks. We will make not one single 
concession, temporary or permanent, as 
to the single promotion list in favor of 
any other arm or service.

failure necessarily affects their chances of line promotion. Truly, as the Admiral 
stated, they become neither fish nor fowl. Rear Admiral Land, Chief Naval Con- 
structor, quoted the views of young constructors that the Roosevelt reorganization 
board plan places an undue bazard upon such officers based upon the uncertainty of 
selection for permanent staff assignment and the prospect that the Line might not 
want them. While agreeing there is staff talent in the Line, the fact is that the 
duties of the Staff Corps are highly technical and require long training and experi- 
ence in order to achieve the efficiency which now prevails. Men so occupied tind a 
lifetime insufficient to learn that ultimate in their particular field which they are 
constantly seeking. This is certainly true of Constructors, who are architects and 
shipbuilders, whieh ia ua exacting prefession; of Civil Eagimecrs who must labor 
at their calling in order to become experts, and to Pay and Purchasing Otlicers, 
who are incessantly studying and otherwise equipping themselves im order to dis- 
charge their important duties. In other words, the members of the Staff Corps are 
Specialists in their respective functions and have become so by virtue of early 
training under expert superiors and by long experience. To subject them to sub- 
ordination by the transfer of higher ranking line officers, to make the latter officers 
applying for the Staff uncertain of selection and of retention in the Line in case 
of failure of selection obviously creates nervousness, and nervousness menus lower 
morale. The circumstances demand termination of a policy so damaging to the 
personnel even though it should have Congressional sanction. 


WE ARE ASSURED THAT AFPTER THE HOUSE Military Committee shall 
have devoted the next few days to the disposition of the proposed Tennessee Valley 
Authority legislation, it will hold heurings preliminary to action upon the Sheppard 
bill passed by the Senate providing for promotion reform in the Army. This decision 
has been accepted by Chairman McSwain, and has importance because it represents 
the will of the vast majority of the members, The latter are determined that the 
policy of delay which the Chairman has pursued shall be abandoned, and that pro- 
motion reform shall be proposed to the Hlouse in order that the greater efliciency 
of the Army, sought by General MacArthur, will be brought about. The extent of 
the revolt of the membership of the Committee against inaction was shown this 
week by the vote of the committee—-19 to 4--ugainst a proposal made by Mr. 
MeSwain to limit officer appointment to 50° per cent for West Point graduates. 
There is no question that a like majority, and, perhaps, even a greater one, would 
be recorded against any effort on the part of the Chairman to prevent promotion 
legislation. In short, Committee members are realizing their responsibility for 
National Defense and are determined to discharge it. This is a healthy sign and 
one which all National Defense advocates throughout the country will welcome 
with satisfaction. 


THE COUNTRY 18 ACCEPTING WITIL satisfaction the unanimous action of 
Congress in authorizing the President to designate Col, William L. Keller, upon 
retirement, to be consultant in surgery at Walter Reed Hospital. The Act, which 
Mr. Roosevelt has approved, specifies that the authorization is in recognition “of the 
outstanding service and contribution made to the science of medicine and surgery” 
by Colonel Keller, permits the designation subject to bis acceptance and tercminable 
at his pleasure, and continues his full active duty pave and allowanees for life. 
Congress, In other words, wrote a blank check for this distinguished medical officer, 
and did so with the hearty approval of the War Department. In support of the 
bill, also, was a letter from Maj. Gen. E. M. Markham, Chief of Engineers, who 
included In his encomium this opinion: “I believe his attitude toward his duties to 
be ao matter of spiritual inspiration and devotion to the military service.” Further 
as aun expression of the Army view of Colonel Keller is the repeated statement by 
General Pershing to friends that the great surgeon reflects credit: not only upon the 
Military Service but upon his profession. In granting the recognition to Colonel 
Keller, the Nation has at the same time paid a tribute to the Army Medical Corps. 
That Corps is made up of men of talent, of high professional skill, and of deep 
research activity and achievement. Colonel Keller typifies it not only in character 
and ability but in devoted service to the cause of science and health, and to the 
Army which he has so long adorned.

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Navy Staff Equalization Bill Several Navy bills, favored by the Department.

This appears to be the case with the Navy 
Staff equalization bill, introduced by Chairman Vinson, of Georgia February 5 and 
fuvoraubly reported March 15 to the Touse. 

Shortly after that report was made, Representative Vinson on April 1 intro- 
duced a resolution for a special rule to allot a given time to considering this bill 
ov the floor. Phe request has been pending in the House Rules Committee without 
netion, along with similar resolutions for special rules for other Navy bills, includ- 
ing the longevity credits bill. 

It is explained at the Rules Committee that the delays with all these Navy bills 
is without prejudice to their consideration. As a matter of fact the right of way 
lias been given to “must” measures, like the Social Securities Bill. One of the 
Inst of fhese, the extension of NRA, is being considered next week. Shortly after- 
wards the Rules Committee will allow time for these pending Navy bills, with a 
possibility that the Staff Equalization may be called up for unanimous consent con- 
sideration Wednesday. Representative Vinson wrote the Rules Committee Wednes- 
day, urging favorable action on his request for special rules, so that he might clear 
tp the Navy legislufive program in the [louse in time to obtain cooperation from the 
Senate before adjournment. 


Naval Appropriations—There has been prolonged delay in the Senate over taking 
up the Navy Appropriations bill. It was reported to the Senate a week igo, follow- 
Ing which Senator Byrnes, of South Carolina, in cherge as chairman of the Sub-

California Legislation Will Effect Service Personnel—The California Legislature 
is considering a State Income Tax Bill which, if it becomes a law, will seriously 
effect all service personnel who have, due to their long residence in that State, 
estublished a legal residence there. The bill, as now being considered, establishes a 
tux rate on income which will amount to one-third of the rate established by the 
Government on Income. 

The President of the Retired Officers’ Association, Col, A. T. Marix, USMC-Ret., 
who has been in Washington for some time in the interests of service personnel, both 
netive and retired, has left here for Sacramento, Calif., where he will endeavor to 
have an exempting clause written into the bill. 

“While no State has the legal right,” Colonel Marix points out, “to tax the pay 
received, by a Federal employee, from the United States Government any more than 
the Federal Government can tax the pay received by a State employee, it would be 
most unfortunate were the legislature of California neglectful in not specifically 
exempting all Federal employees from the necessity of paying a tax on the income 
they receive from the United States. If this is not done it may necessitate such 
employees—which ‘of course includes the Army, Navy, Marines and Coust Guard 
personnel—requesting the State Courts to issue an injunction preventing such tax.” 


“Battle Controlled” Springfield Rifle—Col. Frank DD. Ely. USA-Ret., has pre- 
pared an interesting pamphlet on the subject of Infantry Fire-Power in which he 
advocates an exhaustive series of firing exercises and tests with the “Battle Con- 
trol” in comparison with the semi-automatic, 

The “Battle Control” is designed for installation on the Springfield rifle and 
prevents the weapon being fired if elevated above the setting of the device. This, 
it is held, puts an end to the normal error of too high fire and holds all shots 
fired down to strike on enemy terrain. The device may be thrown off by the thumb.

tattorneys-in-fact. 

This 
sum has been returned many times over 
in benefits accruing to trade, to shipping 
and to the upbuilding of our facilities 
for defense. 

“Without these improvements, as a 
matter of fact, America could not have 
attained her present position of world 
leadership. Harbors must change and 
grow to meet the finctuating needs of 
commercial usage. Materials vital to 
American industry must be brought in 
from abroad, through ports adequate to 
every demand of international shipping. 
Our exports must pass through the same 
channels, in the holds of vessels that 
have been evolved to meet the require- 
ments of world competition. Our naval 
vessels, finally, must have ready access 
to the shore bases without which the 
fighting establishment could not fune- 
tion.”

“The President is hereby authorized 
to call to active service, with their con- 
sent upon application to and selection 
by the War Department, for a period of 
not more than one year for any one 
officer, not to exceed at any time twelve 
hundred Reserve Officers of the comba- 
tant arms, ordnance, and the chemical 
warfare service for active duty with the 
regular army; providing, that members 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, so called 
to active service, shall be distributed as 
neurly as may be practicable among the 
said combatant arms, ordnance’ and 
chemical warfare service in) proportion 
to the commissioned strength of such 
arms and service and shall be appor- 
tioned in grades therein so far as possi- 
ble as follows: Not to exceed 5 percen- 
tum in the field grade, 15 percentum in

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Mobilization Training 

Actua! tests conducted under the su- 
pervision of the infantry Board at Ft. 
Benning with original enlistment re- 
cruits, have sevealed that the new train- 
ing schedules for mobilization make it 
possible to prepare a company of re- 
cruits. commanded by Reserve Officers, 
for combat service in 16 weeks. 

The War Department announcement 
on the subject follows: 

“The successful mobilization, incident 
to an emergency of war, will include, 
for the majority of organizations, a re- 
quirement involving immediate, rapid 
and intensive training in combat duties. 
For fighting units, this will embrace all 
activities which extend from the period 
of recruiting, processing and organizing 
to the time troops appear on the battle- 
field. It is generally recognized that 
plans for the processing period are 
sound and workable, but until recently 
there has teen no practical basis for a 
similar statement concerning the train- 
ing phase of mobilization. 

“In prepering to meet this problem, 
the Chief of Staff directed, on Oct. 21, 
1932, that training schedules be _ pre- 
pared by the combat arms for distribu- 
tion in the event of a general mobiliza- 
tion. Accordingly, the schedules were 
written. In the Infantry the actual 
work was done at Fort Benning under 
the supervision of the Infantry Board. 
Included in the schedules is training of 
the recruit, specialist, company, batta- 
lion and regiment. All information is 
prepared in sufficient detail so that in- 
experienced officers will find no difficulty 
in carrying it out understandingly and 
efficiently. In addition, (ie sequence of 
instruction and allotment of time are 
arranged to provide the maximum com- 
bat training possible should the time be 
unexpectedly curtailed or if individuals 
or small units are withdrawn at any 
time for replacement purposes. 

“The Infantry schedules having been 
approved, the Chief of Infantry re- 
quested authority to ‘try them out’ 
under conditions and with individuals 
similar to those available during the 
rush of mobilization. These tests have 
recently been held at Fort Benning, Ga., 
and, as a result, certain very definite 
conclusions have been reached. In look- 
ing at the results, it must be constantly 
borne in mind that the personnel of the 
unit tested, a war strength rifle com- 
pany, consisted of individuals with the 
following military background:

““Control over the training of the com- 
pany was exercised by the Infantry 
Board. In order that this control might 
approach real conditions, only such su- 
pervision and advice as might be given 
by a battalion or regimental commander 
to a company commander was permitted. 
The actual training followed the mobili- 
zation schedules as written. The Infan- 
try Board, through observation, test and 
inspection, was thus enabled to get a 
comprehensive picture of the results 
which may be expected from training 
under the schedules, together with re- 
lated matters such as suitability of time 
allotments, suitability of sequence of in- 
struction, training of non-commissioned 
officers and specialists, and the suffi- 
ciency or over-abundance of our train- 
ing literature. 

“The training covered a_ period of 
fourteen weeks plus three additional 
days used by the Chief of Infantry in 
conducting final tests. Specialists, with 
three exceptions, were trained within the 
company under the supervision of the 
cadre. Of the three exceptions, the 


armorer was given instruction in the 
Ordnance Shop and the two buglers re- 
e¢ived training with the drum and bugle 
corps, of the 29th Infantry. Ordnance 
personnel and the Regimental Band will 
bé available in. a mobilization camp, 
“Upon completion of the prescribed 





training, it was conclusively proved that 
the set up and composition of the tested 
sections of the schedules were satisfac- 
tory and workable. Some -adjustments 
were found to be desirable and a real- 
lotment of time in the case of certain 
subjects was indicated. Specifically, the 
following comments show the standard 
actually reached with the personnel 
shown above. 

“The company, upon completion of the 
training, was prepared to participate in 
active operations in an efficacious man- 
ner. 
“Should an emergency demand use 
of the unit prior to the expiration of the 
training period, at the end of the twelfth 
week sufficient basic training had been 
completed so that the company would 
have been of considerable value in com- 
bat. However, instruction in combat 
pxinciples, combat practice and tactical 
trainfug had not been completed. 

“Any appreciable condensation of the 
schedule will result in producing more 
instruction than can be readily absorbed 
by the average recrnit or drafted man 
available during a major emergency. 

“The size and composition of the cadre 
assigned to the Test Company was suffi- 
cient for the training. 

“At the end of eight weeks, the com- 
pany was self sustaining and the cadre 
could have been released. All specialists 
had been trained. Cooks, buglers, 
armorer, mess sergeant, supply sergeant 





and company clerk, under proper super- 
vision, performed their duties. 

“The morale of trainees remained high 
throughout the test. An incentive was 
engendered in the minds of the indi- 
viduals comparable to that existing dur- 
ing mobilization. Almost no disciplinary 
action was necessary, and no desertions 
occurred. Recruits tentatively appointed 
as squad and section leaders displayed a 
surprising energy and desire for military 
knowledge. 

“In view of the fact that Regimental 
and Battalion Commanders supervise 
training throughout, and that ground- 
work for cooperation can be had during 
scheduled marches and similar opera- 
tions, it was concluded that Regimental 
and Battalion tactical training should 
not be given a larger proportion of time 
nor started earlier. 

“The test demonstrated conclusively 
that a newly organized company of re- 
cruits, commanded and trained by Re- 
serve officers under supervision of Bat- 
talion and Regimental Commanders, 
after completing the entire sixteen weeks’ 
training as set forth in the “Mobilization 
Schedules” will be prepared for combat 
service.”
